A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 1 32)

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case, It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Provence stated that the Lopes et al. plasmids are not stably 
maintained under certain conditions as the reference cites that "stable maintenance is only observed in plasmids no 
larger than 9.1kb (abstract). Pointed out to Mr. Provence that the reference indicates in column 2, page 467 a stable 
product was maintained (up to 140 copies) over long periods of time under non-selective conditions. Mr. Provence 
stated that this teaching was prior to the discovery of the size limitation. Mr. Provence stated that the Ho et al. 
reference does not teach integration and although the Lopes et al. reference teaches integration does not teach a 
"replicative integrative plasmid". Supervisory Examiner Low proposed that amendments are made to the independent 
claims for example claim 18 to clarify that the genes are in one plasmid. The language proposed was to insert 
"multiple" before "replicative" in item (i), line 1 and to insert "each of the following" after "comprising in line 2 of item (i). 
It was also suggested that Mr. Provence combine claims 19 with claim 18. Mr. Provence will either respond by filing a 
notice of appeal or an RCE. .
